Business 
corporations  can  carry  over  to 
future  tax  years  charitable  con¬ 
tributions  made  in  excess  of  the 
five  percent  6f  their  taxable  in¬ 
come;  5.  A  liberalization  of  the 
tax  provision  for  those  who  plan 
Ultimately  to  give  nearly  all  the  j 
money  they  would  otherwise  pay 
in  taxes;  6.  A  change  in  the  tax¬ 
ation  of  income  from  annuities

claimed  control  of  the  church 
property  valued  at  $250,000. 

Trustees  of  the  congregation, 
representing  the  minority,  sued 
to  retain  the  property  and  were 
upheld  by  Superior  Court  Judge 
Malcolm  Paul.  He  ruled  that  the 
seceding  majority  had  “ceased 
to  be  a  part  of  the  true  congre¬ 
gation  and  are  not  entitled  to 
share  in  the  use  and  possession 
of  the  property." 

The  majority  faction  has  ap¬ 
pealed  this  decision  to  the  North 
Carolina  Supreme  Court.
